When she first became alarm­ 
ed as the storm grew in in­ 
tensity she didn't know that 
a third son, Vincent, was also 
aboard the boat.

Anxiety Grows 
As lightning flashed across

Her 
husband, at the time, was in 
his office at 256 Radcliffe St 
About 9 30 Mrs. Romano 
put a call into the Burlington 
NJ., 
telephone 
company, 
seeking the phone number of 
the nearest Coast Guard sta­ 
tion. 
“ I thought Burlington had 
a Coast Guard station," she 
said. "But I found out that 
the nearest one to Bristol 
was at Gloucester City, N.J."
